whether the raids were continuing 
but it Is likely that they are as It 
is the government's aim to put the 
Bund out of business. Since Pearl 
Harbor, according to P. E. Pox- 
worth, chief of the P. B. I. in New 
York. the Bund has operated un­ 
derground through the medium of 
singing societies and athletic so­ 
cial clubs. 
None of the names of the ar­ 
rested aliens was made public and 
not all of them were Bund mem­ 
bers. Some merely were “angels" 
who regularly contributed money 
to

organisation 
whose 
leaders, the 
government 
charges, spread subversive and 
treasonable information. 
In 
secrecy they were

ferred to Ellis island and other 
places 
where interrogation will 
continue.

Dressed in white, she immedi­ 
ately was nick-named “the lady 
in whit*." Haupt proposed to her 
after he had landed back in this 
country from Germany where he 
had attended a Nazi school of sab­ 
otage and espionage. She spurned 
him because he was highly nerv­ 
ous auld displayed large sums of 
money. 
The FBI, when It seized 
the eight saboteurs, confiscated 
nearly $150,000 in cash. 
Another 
sensation 
occurred 
when three coastguardsmen, two 
officers and an enlisted man, were 
summoned before the commission. 
The coastguardsmen were imme­ 
diately taken through the special­ 
ly constructed wooden barricade 
guarding the trial room. 
Their 
appearance was significant. 
Four Seen by Guards 
It was reported that the enlist- 
j ed man in the coast guard saw the 
four Nazi saboteur* when they

Beach. L. I., on the night of June i 
13. The two officers were said to 
have located the Germans’ cache 
of dynamite and other explosive 
devices buried in the sands there. I

Twenty-three persons,

them in critical condition, lay in 
hospitals today as the afterm ath 
of a tragedy in which ten others 
were killed when a jammed high­ 
speed suburban 
trolley 
collided 
head-on with a freight trolley at 
Washington Square Gardens, four 
miles north of Norristown. 
The heavy freight car smashed 
nearly half-way through the Allen­ 
town bound passenger trolley—the 
Liberty Bell Limited—loaded with 
war workers from Philadelphia 
plants. 
The 
passenger car was 
rounding a curve when the freight, 


speeding downgrade, 
plowed into 
it, crushing th* victims in their 
seats, a t 5:40 yesterday afternoon. 
Two ambulances shuttled back 
and fourth 
between Norristown 
and the scene of the accident for 
more than an hour before all th* 
casualties had been conveyed to 
Montgomery and Sacred Heart 
hospitals, both in Norristown. 
Spurred by tbs agonising cries 
of the victims, volunteer workers 
and motorists extricated the dead, 
dying and injured from the tele­

HOOVER SUPPORTS DEWEY 
W 
ASHINGTON — While most people 
have their eyes glued on crucial events 
in the Near East, the politicos,of the coun­ 
try have their eyes glued on the New York 
governorship. 
They know that the man 
w ho gets this key 
post may be the next 
president of the United States, and in any 
event will control New York’s big block of 
votes at the national convention For in­ 
stance, Herbert Hoover w as dining with 
a 
friend in New 
York 
the other night 
and was asked what he was doing in the 
East. 
The ex-President replied that he was 
working for the nomination and election of 
Tom Dewey as governor of New York. 
“ I thought I heard you say a couple 
of years ago that in no event should Tom 
Dewey occupy public 
office,” 
remarked 
the friend. 
Hoover replied: ‘‘Yes, but if Tom 
Dewey should be elected, I can through 
him dominate the Republican organization 
and the presidential nomination in 1944. 
On the other hand if Wendell Willkie pre­ 
vents his nomination, or if he is nominated 
and not elected, 
then 
Wendell Willkie 
would dominate the situation. 
And I am 
out to do everything I can to prevent that.” 
Note: — Realizing the crucial political 
question to be decided in New York, Roose­ 
velt has given the private nod to Senator 
Jim Mead, who, although previously not 
anxious to run, will do so, with the Presi­ 
dent’s full hacking. 
With this backing, 
and Willkie’s tacit support in the back­ 
ground, White 
House advisers believe 
Mead can beat Dewey — though the race 
should be extremely close. 


WASTED MINDS 
T 
HE United States Office of Education is 
going to submit to Congress a pro­ 
gram for the release of 10,000,000 minds 
in this country which are unable to use 
their natural powers because their owners 
cannot read and write. 
It amounts to a 
sort of mental slavery. 
These people, says John W. Studebak- 
cr. U. S. Commissioner of Education, 
are 
“functionally illiterate” as well as illiter­ 
ate in the usual sense of the term. That is, 
they are seriously handicapped as workers 
and soldiers not because they are unintelli­ 
gent, but 
because, 
lacking 
the mental 
tools that education would give them, they 
find it very hard to understand things. 
Many Americans who have had normal 
instruction, and who take education as a 
matter of course, 
can 
hardly grasp the 
mental situation of such illiterates. 
They 
are like people called 
upon for skilled 
work but not provided with the necessary 
tools. They are a big handicap not only to 
themselves but to the whole nation. 
It is 
folly, in war or peace, to continue wasting 
such human resources by le a vi ng them in 
a sta te of ignorance. 


JAP WEAKNESS 
Since his return from active duty with 
the Pacific 
fleet, young Representative 
Warren Magnuson of Washington has been 
asked many times, ‘‘What is your impres­ 
sion of the Japanese?’ Here’s his reply: 
“ I have lived among the Japs on the 
Pacific Coast and I have seen them in bat­ 
tle. They are pretty tough. One thing to 
remember is that they have been prepar­ 
ing for this war 20 years. 
That’s appar­ 
ent in their battle maneuvers. 
“They lay out a plan. 
It is usually a 
good one, and they will go to their deaths 
to carry it out. 
But here is w hat is going 
to whip them,

DIET AND HEALTH 


Food Value 
And How It 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 
IN ORDER TO settle an argu­ 
ment which seem* to have arisen 
in a group of my reader*, let us 
state first that gelatin is a food. 
It is a derivative of the connecting 
tissue of food animals. Nobody 
knows exactly when gelatin was 
first introduced, but it wa> known

ss far back as the first century 
when the Chinese wera using it. 
In 1681 a Frenchman, Papin, 
in order to try to utilize as much 
of an animal for food purpose# as 
possible removed jelly from th* 
bones of animals, but the first sci­ 
entific exploitation of gelatin as a 
food brings us to one of the great­ 
est physiologists, Carl Voit, who in 
1870 showed that gelatin could be 
used in a diet to spare protein ta 
a greater extent than either fats 
or carbohydrates. 
Sanitary Method* 
Today, the preparation of gela­ 
tin involves th* strictest methods 
of sanitation and chemical control. 
In order to make gelatin soluble, 
over 1,000 pounds of water are 
used for every pound of gelatin 
produced. The gelatin solutions 
are then filtered and concentrated 
in a vacuum, formed into sheets 
and dried under carefully regu­ 
lated air conditions. The purity 
of the air circulated in the driers 
is comparable to purity of the air 
three and one-half miles above 
sea level. 
Gelatin is a form of protein and 
like all proteins contains nitrogen 
and possesses colloidal properties. 
It has been said that all living pro­ 
cesses take place in a colloidal me­ 
dium which gives gelatin its im­ 
portance in diet. 
Nutritional studies have shown 
that some isolated proteins are 
extra rich in some essential food 
elements and are lacking in others. 
For this reason gelatin is valuable 
in order to supplement deficiencies 
that appear in other food product*. 
Varied Uses 
Some of the conditions 
for 
which gelatin is useful are: 
Ulcer of the stomach, or duo- 
denal ulcer—After the period of 
strict feeding, it has been found 
that gelatin is very effective for 
frequent feedings in the manage­ 
ment of these conditions because 
it does not have any irritating 
properties and has a high nutri-

tional value. It neutralize* and 
reduces the free acidity of the se­ 
cretions for 30 minutes to an hour. 
Diabetes.—Gelatin is useful in 
the diet of the diabetic because it 
is free from carbohydrates and 
allows the preparation of appetiz­ 
ing, nourishing foods in a wide 
variety of combinations, and in 
larger portions. 
Infant Feeding.— In the prob­ 
lem of artificial feeding of infants 
in relation to suitably modifying 
eow’s milk gelatin is very useful. 
It is known that the addition of 
a protective colloid such as gela­ 
tin to milk controls the coagulation 
of casein and thus lowers the curd 
tension during digestion. 
Convalescent Diets.— In many 
convalescent diets th# principle 
object is to produce a diet high in 
nutritional elements but small in 
amount. Gelatin is useful as an 
ingredient of such diets because 
it allows for both of these possi­ 
bilities. 
Reducing Diets.— In any reduc­ 
ing diet the patient should main­ 
tain a daily allowance of protein 
sufficient to take tare of his daily 
needs. Gelatin produces an easy 
source of doing this without add­ 
ing to the caloric intake rn a way 
that no other proteins do without 
having an extra amount of fat, 
•uch as meat, eggs, etc. 
Gelatin is easily digestible, non­ 
irritating and therefore can be 
used in all sorts of convalescent 
diets and those which have to do 
with digestive disturbances such 
as colitis, intestinal irritation, etc. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
B. H.:—Please give the food 
value of veal liver. Is one pound 
per week, small portions each day, 
all right for a five-year-old child? 
Answer: 
Veal liver contains 
about 660 calories per pound The 
amount you mention is probably 
good for a child of that age. 


T. S.:—What does a basal me­ 
tabolism of plus 25 indicate? 
Answer: This is within the up­ 
per limits of normal. It is general­ 
ly considered that minus 25 or plue 
25 ie not excessive.

3.306.72 pupils were in daily a t­ 
tendance of county school* during 
the last year. 
This figure is con­ 
siderably under the number for 
the preceding year, when 3,395.82 
pupils were in school each day. 
The yearly statistical report made 
by the official gives a complete 
analysis of the county school sys­ 
tem this year and compares it 
with 1941. 
Aggregate days of attendance 
in the county buildings was 590, 
866 5 days for the school year 
while the absence amounted to 
39.570 days. 
The report shows that there 
were 22 buildings in operation by 
19 school boards, having a com­ 
bined membership of 90 persons. 
These boards employed 162 teach­ 
ers as contrasted with 165 in 1941; 
50 of the instructors were men 
and 112 women. 
Elementary de­ 
partm ents employed 83 teachers; 
six 
six schools, 67; and the two 
four year high schools, 12. 
Libraries in the various schools 
in the rural districts had a total 
of 23.155 volumes available for 
pupil use under the leadership of 
13 part-tim e paid librarians. 
The 
year before the book counters 
contained only 21,894 volumes. 
Salaries About Same 
Salaries to the teachers in the 
various schools remained about 
the same as preceding years with 
elementary teachers receiving an 
average of $959; six year high

transport an equal number of pu­ 
pils.

blanket 
quota orders without detailed in­ 
formation on the manpower avail­ 
able in the local draft districts. 
That la why some draft boards 
are compelled to call up married 
men 
and men with 
dependents, 
while in other sections unencum­ 
bered draft-age eligibles are still 
awaiting induction. 
Comprehensive statistical data 
would avoid such inequalities and 
make possible a uniform Induction 
system. That was the purpose of 
the amendments passed by Con­ 
gress. But it won’t be accomplish­ 
ed until Selective Service bestirs 
itself and secures statistical infor­ 
mation. 
With a few minor exceptions, 
the local draft board* are made 
up of patriotic and conscientious 
men who work long hours without 
compensation. Each 
month they 
are confronted with a quota, set 
by Selective Service, which they 
must fill in order to provide the 
Army with the men it urgently 
needs. 
The draft boards labor earnest­ 
ly 
to be 
fair in deciding 
who 
should be inducted. It is not their 
fault if they have to order mar­ 
ried men drafted to fill a quota 
while other board* have an ex­ 
cess of unencumbered eligibles.
